i. Flying: Thie type was first observed in 1948 and was then seen in 
large nmbers, also at night, flying with position lights, partiovierly in 


_1949, They were not observed in bad weather. Flying in formations of 


three was often seen: 2 


Ground attack aircraft wore algo frequently seen but never in the vicinity 
of the field. ‘They flew either individually or in formations of thvee 

and nine aireraf, the maximum number of planes of this type being observed 
was about 27, These Planes vere the single-engine propeller ground attack 
aircraft often a3en at the front during the war, but they were noticeably 
faster. Stunt flying was not observed. These planes also flew at night 
(with position lights) an@ in bad weather. They apparently fired with 
light alreraft :annon which sounded like light antiaircraft guns. Bonbs 
were also dropp:d at night in the vicinity of YAROSLAVL, cement practice 
bombg and live bombs being released, judging by the sound of the falYing 
bembs and the vbserved impacts on the ground ,* 


The comparatively good and clear description of the jet fighter type 
observed in VYiROSLAVL is apt to clarify former contradictery descriptions. 
It can be aszumed with certainty that the observed Jet fighter was a craft 
fitted with . turbine under the fuselage and the exhaust outlet about below 
the trailing edge of the wing, i.e., a 1947 model. Thig jet fighter very 
probably in the Yak type which, ag a further development of the Yak-15, 

was displa;'ad in the summer of 1947 and 1948. Thig assumption 1s supported 
by the date on the armomons and the flight performance. The statement 
that night flying was also done with this plane seems to be of particular 
impertanec, 2 


The groun’. attack aircraft protably was the I-10 whose improved performance, 
as compar] with the IL-2, was particularly observed, However, the prage 
ence of those ground attack aircraft was reported for the first time and 
thug requ: res confirmation. The following units are assumed to be sta- 


tioned at the field: 


a. A fiptter unit equipped with jet alreraft, 


b. Possibly a ground attacl: regiment equipped with IL-10s. 
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
